British Blast 
Battleship in 


Italian Fleet 


LONDON, March 24.—(#)—The 
first Italian battleship to be engaz- 
ed in the Mediterranean since 
Mussolini's navy suffered its crush- 
ing defeat in the Battle of Mata- 
pan has been torpedoed in a run- 
ning battle off Malta, the admi- 
ralty announced tonight. 

The British acknowledged that 
Axis planes sank one British ship 
out of a Malta-bound convoy in 
the combined sea and air fight 
But the Italian (naval units turned 
tail and fled after two frustrated 
attacks in which they apparently 
failed to get in a sdingle blow. 

Giving the lie to an Italian 
claim that a British cruiser, an- 
other naval unit and two merchant 
ships were sunk and 15 other ves- 
sels hit in the battle, the admiralty 
said tersely: 

“Full details are still awaited 
but it is known that enemy claims 
to have sunk British warships are 
without foundation.” 

The newest costly blow to the 
Italian navy was delivered in a 
battle which started off a 
Sunday when a force of Italia 
cruisers attempted to intercept the 
British conv oY.

A 20-inch main must be built to carry water 
for the Bell bomber plant. The distance is 10

That water must be 
available, in whatever quantity is needed, at 
whatever time the builders of the plant want it. 

They have said they néed it six weeks from 
now. 

It seems self-evident the federal govern- 
ment will have to so arrange its priority orders 
that all the needed pipe may be quickly sent 
here. 

Both city and federal governments have a 
grave responsibility in this situation. It is 
inconceivable that either should permit a 
condition to continue that threatens months of 
delay in the completion of the first bomber. 

However, after the federal government has 
done its part, after the last hindrance is 
removed, the city government will have oppor- 
tunity to give concrete evidence of its willing- 
ness and ability to perform a vital service for 
the winning of the war.

Cripps in India 

If Sir Stafford Cripps, now in India, is able 
to unify the myriad cross-sections of Indian 
life and Indian politics so as to weld that 
country into a cohesive, strong force to oppose 
the Axis forces, he will perform what must 
always be regarded as the outstanding diplo- 
matic miracle of the century. 

Sir Stafford has said he plans to stay in 
India only two weeks. In that time he will 
present to all varieties of Indian leadership 
the exact steps proposed by the British govern- 
ment to give self-government to India. He then 
look for “quick decisions,” he added, 
decisions which would permit the Indian people 
to “associate themselves fully and freely, not 
oniy with Great Britain and the other 
dominions, but also with our great Allies, Russia, 
China and the United States.” 

India is a seething mass of racial and caste 
groups, all jealous and suspicious of each other. 
The population is riddled with “Fifth Column- 
ists,” especially in Bengal, where the first 
brunt of any Japanese attack would fall. 

Many of the hereditary princes of various 
Indian tribes are whole-heartedly devoted to 
Britain and her cause. But the people these 
mabobs rule are, in numerous instances, an- 
. tagonistic to their immediate rulers and to the 
British alike. 

Mohandas Gandhi is a powerful force with 
the common people. He preaches doctrines of 
non-resistance and extreme pacifism which 
hold out littie hope for effective resistance te a 
foe armed with all the modern impedimenta of 
war. 

There is no reason for undue pessimism 
ebout Sir Stafford’s mission.

Bloodsuckers 

Revelations made before the House Naval 
Committee of alleged excessive profits on Army 
and Navy contracts, if true, call for immediate 
and drastic action to see that the same situa- 
tion, if it exists in other war contract firms, 
shall be promptly halted and, at the same 
time, shall be made utterly impossible under 
any future contracts with the government. 

The individual or firm which makes exces- 
sive profit out of the war effort is neither 
more nor less than a bloodsucker upon the 
nation at a time when we are fighting 
desperately for our national life. In war the 
money which pays for every item of that war 
is the blood of the nation. It is contributed 
from taxes and other sources which are avail- 
able only through the hard work and the 
cheerful sacrifice of all the people. 

He who takes for his own advantage an 
undue portion of that tax money, whether it 
be in excessive profits on war contracts, in 
outright graft or in top-heavy wages, is guilty 
of weakening the national strength for war and, 
thus, of aiding the nation’s enemies and bring- 
ing about our defeat. 

Before the House Naval Committee it was 
testified that one firm with $58,000,000 in war 
contracts had made as high as 100 per cent 
profit on some contracts with the Navy; that 
its profits had been so great it had scattered 
$10,000 bonuses around among its employes with 
prodigal hand, in order to escape the excess 
profits tax. 

This case must, we hope, be a rare execption. 
It is the belief of Americans generally that 
industry, in accepting war contracts has, on 
the whole, done so in a spirit of patriotism, 
without consideration of profits. Certainly, with 
no thought of war profiteering. 

However, without such jugglery as the giving 
of heavy bonuses to employes and executives, 
of unreasonable increases in salaries and 
“entertainment expenses,” it is extremely dif- 
ficult for any corporation to take startling 
amounts of profit. The corporate income taxes 
and the excess profits tax take care of that. 

It might be advisable, in view of the dis- 
closures relative to this one firm, for congress 
to pass legislation exacting a special tax of 
100 per cent on all bonuses to executives or 
employes, all salary increases and all unex- 
plained expenses by firms engaged in war 
production. This would, most effectively, halt 
all subterfuge by would-be war profiteers. 

Whatever method to prevent it is pursued, 
however, the American people will not stand for 
war profiteering, of any description, during the 
present emergency. The temper of the people 
is such that congress and the administration 
should take careful heed and promptly squash 
every indication of gouging from the public 
treasury, large or small, no matter by whom.
